Dear Dr. Kofter.  

The  Kentucky Board of Dentistry (Board) recently considered informatiOn within Its possession 
throu&h its Law Enforcement Committee (LEC) regarding alleged violations of KFS Chapter 313 that 
yop my have committed. 

The LEC,  y  and through its statutory aitlority, has made the following preliminary findings of fact, 
whkh have been supplemented with  additIoal investigative information and dncunentation: 

I. You entered in a Settlement Agreement dated Novemb& 24. 2010, whereby you  agreed 
to abstain f,oh.  the use of illegal drugs or the illegal use of scheduled drugs, except as 
prescribed by a duly Licensed p?actitior.e -  for a documented, legitimate medical purpose 
for as long as you hold a license to  practice  dentistry. 3y this Settlement Agreement you 
agreed that shu1d you fall to comply with the terms of the ettlernent Agreement the 
Board wouid issue an immediate T~errporarj Suspension of  your license  to practice 
dentistry for a period of not less than twenty-four (24) months and a fine of not less 
than $500.00 as administrative casts of the Board; 
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2. You subsequently violated the Settlement Agreement by consuming illegal drugs and 
eotro3 led substances; 

• 3. Thereafter, on November 23, 2013 you entered into an Agreed Order whereby the 

immediate Temporary Suspension provision mentioned above would not be enfo.fted 

provided you: 

A. lmmediately surrendered your dental cense; 
S. Within seven (7) days of the agreed order you secured an admission data prior to 

January 1, 2014;  into a WellBeing Committee approved in-patient treatment 

facility; and, 

C. Fpi}owlng successful completion of treatment and discharge from the Wall-Being 

Committee approved in-patient facility you were to demonstrate a six (6) month 

periodof sobriety before applying for reinstatement of your license; 

4. 	Despite  the mandates of  the .Agreeb Order dated November 23, 20115  3. you continued to 
practice dentistry in violation of this Agreed Order by seeing and tating patients; you 
also failed to secure admission to  a Weil-Being Committee approved in-patient 

treatment  facility; you failed to demonstrate a six (6) month period of sobriety before 

resuming.  practicing dentistry, and practiced dentistry without a valid license in  violation 

of the Agreed Order and the Kentucky Dental Practice Act. 

Therefore, you violated the terms of the Settlement Agreement dated November 24, 2010, and the 

Agreed Order dated November 23, 2013. Accordingly, the LEC of the Board voted to enforce the 
provisions of these two (2) documents and issue an Immediate Temporary  Suspension of your 

Jicense 

Based on the foregoing and with due regard for the totality of circumstances, the Board, by and 
hrQugb o unanimous vote of th LC, hereby orders that your license to practice dentistry in 
Xentucky.be  immediately and temporarily suspended for the reasons set forth above as necccry 
to- pr otet the health, safety, and u.relfare of the public for your alleged violations of KRS 313.080 
(1.)(), 12) (a), (c), (CI), (e}. and (U and I(RS 313130. 

These viO'atIOnS involved your (1) use and/or addiction to on.* or more drugs as well a$ 41cmol 
abuse, (2) physical or mental thsablrty, or other condlbon, that continued practee would be 
dangerous to patients or to the çblic; (3).acting in a negligent manner inconsistent with the 

practice of teritistry; and (4) inability to-practice øendstrywith reasonable Skill and safety. 

This Immediate Temporary Suspension shall become effective upon service by personal delivery 
or by mail to your last. known address on record with the Board, but not later than the time of 
personal senrice to you of this letter,. You may not practice dentistry as that term is defined in KRS 
313.010(11) -effective upon delivery of this Notice of Immediate, Temporary Suspension. 

Since you are immediately, temporarily suspended, you shall make appropriate protesipnai 
arrangertents to refer your dental patienis currently scheduled, if any, to other dentists for fiiw-
up dental treatment by contacting those paterlts to provide a referral, by placing an appropriate 
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wtitten notice in your dental offlce, if any, or window vislbe tø the public, and by staffing your 
dental office, i any, for a reasonable time starting immediately, so that an office staff person is. 
available to mke continued referrals in person. 

You may appeal this action of the hoard under KRS 313,085, or as otherwise allowed, by filing a 
written request with the Board within thirty (30) days after receipt of this Order, at the address on 
this letterhead, by notifying the Board through its staff that you desire a due process hearing which 
will be conducted under KRS 138J25. A request for a hearing does not stay the efe thiness of this 
Order. If a hearing is requested, the brily issue in such a hearThg under KRS l3Bi.25 is whether 
'ftbere is substantial evidence of a violation of iaw which eonstitutes. an immediate danger to the 
public health1  safety, or weifare' 

The Board requires that you review this Order, sign and date below, and provide a copy to a 
representative, of the Soard., or mail/fax a copy to the Board at the address on this letterhead.
